Population  : — The  population  has  increased  by  573  persons  during 
the  year. 

Birth  Rate  : — As  there  were  8  fewer  births  and  the  population  has 
increased,  the  rate  has  fallen  nearly  2  points,  and  is  still  below 
the  average  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Death  Rate  : — Remains  about  the  same  as  last  year  and  is  below 
the  average. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate  : — Shows  a  marked  decrease  and  is  nearly 
half  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

Puerperal  Fever  : — No  cases  of  puerperal  fever  or  puerperal 
pyrexia  were  notified.  There  were  no  deaths  from  puerperal 
causes.

Day  Nursery. — The  attendance  at  the  Day  Nursery  was  again 
good  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  28  for  the  accom¬ 
modation  of  48  children.  The  lowered  average  for  the  year 
was  due  to  the  occurrence  of  a  measles  epidemic. 

Ambulance  Services. — The  Ambulance  Service  is  unchanged,  in¬ 
fectious  cases  being  moved  by  the  County  Council  Service 
and  all  other  cases  being  dealt  with  by  the  St.  John’s  Ambu¬ 
lance  Brigade  with  their  customary  promptitude  and 
efficiency. 

Home  Nursing. — The  District  Nurse-Midwife  is  still  in  the  em¬ 
ployment  of  the  Market  Harborough  and  District  Hospital 
(subsidised  by  your  Council)  and  attended  70  confinements 
during  the  year.  She  also  paid  1853  visits  to  sick  people. 

Centres  and  Clinics.—  There  are  no  treatment  clinics  in  the  town. 
Weekly  anti-natal  clinics  are  held  in  the  Maternity  Department 
at  the  Market  Harborough  and  District  Hospital  by  the  Sisters 
in  charge,  and  at  the  M.  &  C.W.  Building  by  the  District 
Nurse.  The  local  doctors  also  attend  these  clinics.  The 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  well  patronised  at  its 
weekly  sessions  and  is  efficiently  managed  by  the  Health 
Visitor  and  a  Voluntary  Committee  of  ladies.  The  Health 
Visitor  also  visits  all  children  under  5  years  at  their  homes. 

Hospitals. — The  Market  Harborough  and  District  Hospital  is  a 
voluntary  hospital  and  is  subsidised  by  the  Urban  District 
Council.  It  has  18  beds  and  a  Maternity  Section  of  15  beds. 
It  also  provides  an  efficient  physio-therapy  and  X-ray  depart¬ 
ment.  The  Public  Assistance  Hospital  accommodates  50 
patients. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation. —  The  Urban  District  Council  provides 
immunisation  for  all  children  free  of  charge.  This  is  carried 
out  at  the  M.  &  C.W.  Centre  and  at  the  doctors’  surgeries. 
159  children  were  immunised  during  the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water: — The  water  supply  of  the  district,  both  in  quality  and 
quantity,  has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year,  and  no  con¬ 
ditions  arose  necessitating  the  operation  of  the  emergency 
scheme.  Five  samples  of  raw  water  from  the  piped  supply 
were  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination  and  the  reports 
were  satisfactory. 

A  copy  of  the  report  of  the  Leicestershire  County  Council, 
dated  12th  December,  1947,  regarding  the  last  sample  from  the 
town  main,  is  appended  :■ — * 

“No  evidence  of  eoliform  organisms  in  10  c.es. 

Culture  almost  sterile.” 


No  instances  of  contamination  of  the  supply  occurred  and 
treatment  of  the  water  was  not  found  to  be  necessary.  Also  the 
water  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action. 

Two  small  extensions  to  mains  have  been  carried  out  to 
supply  private  building  estates. 


Preliminary  borings  have  been  made  on  an  estate  of  700 
acres  and  a  scheme  is  being  prepared  for  submission  to  the 
Ministry  for  additional  wells  and  for  central  control  and  purifica¬ 
tion  of  the  water  from  all  the  existing  and  proposed  sources.  The 
scheme  is  expected  to  cater  for  a  50%  or  more  increase  in 
consumption.

Twenty-two  samples  of  water  from  private  wells  were 
examined  for  the  presence  of  pollution,  and  all  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage  : — There  have  been  no  extensions  during 
the  year.  Reconstruction  plans  for  sewage  disposal  works  are 
still  in  abeyance  pending  more  favourable  conditions. 

Closet  Accommodation  : — Sixty-four  new  water  closets  have  been 
added  to  the  sewerage  system  during  the  year,  and  the 
number  in  the  district  is  now  approximately  4,255.  Some 
twenty  premises  beyond  the  province  of  the  sewers  are  pro¬ 
vided  with  accommodation  of  the  conservancy  type. 

Public  Cleansing  : — Arrangements  are  in  operation  to  ensure  that 
all  houses  and  other  premises  are  provided  with  regulation 
dustbins,  and  in  response  to  notifications  sent  to  owners  of 
properties,  188  worn  out  dustbins  were  replaced  by  new  ones. 
In  several  instances  the  attention  of  occupiers  was  drawn  to 
the  offensive  condition  of  the  bins.  Domestic  refuse  and 
salvage  material  are  collected  weekly  by  direct  labour,  and 
S.  D.  freighter  motor  vehicles  are  used  for  the  purpose. 
During  the  year  2,524  tons  of  refuse  were  dealt  with  at  the 
Destructor  Depot,  of  which  the  following  quantities  were

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  : — 

The  “Private  Dwellings — Special  Scheme,” which  was 
commenced  in  1946,  was  completed  in  March,  1947,  the  whole 
district  having  been  covered.  Owing  to  the  success  of  the 
Scheme,  the  Council  decided  to  continue  the  systematic  in¬ 
spection  of  the  distiict  including  the  free  service  to  occupiers 
of  private  dwellings.  Many  improvements  have  followed  in 
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the  wake  of  these  visits  of  the  Rats  Officer  in  the  cleanliness 
of  the  yards  and  outbuildings  of  premises,  the  removal  of 
accumulations  of  refuse,  the  conditions  under  which  poultry 
and  domestic  and  other  animals  are  kept  and  the  repair  and 
ratproofing  of  infested  buildings. 

The  sewerage  system  again  received  a  full  treatment  and 
a  comparison  of  the  result  of  the  last  three  years  is  appended  :  -

The  Council’s  covered  swimming  pool  has  been  open  to 
the  general  public,  also  schools  and  other  parties  during  the 
Summer.  The  water  is  treated  by  continuous  circulation 
through  a  Paterson  filtration,  chlorination  and  aeration  plant, 
and  daily  tests  for  chlorine  content  have  been  made  by  the 
Baths  Manager.  One  sample  was  bacteriologically  examined 
and  was  reported  as  satisfactory.

In  addition,  alterations  at  seven  existing  houses  provided 
eleven  additional  flats. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  fifty-nine  permanent  houses  were  in 
course  of  construction,  viz.  29  by  the  Council  and  80  by  private 
enterprise. 

Maintenance  repairs  to  existing  houses  constitute  a  serious 
problem  owing  to  licensing  restrictions  and  the  priority  given  to 
the  provision  of  new  houses.  When  the  latter  need  has  been  met, 
attention  will  have  to  be  directed  to  the  repair  and  improvement  of 
defective  houses  now  considerably  in  arrears.

Seven  of  the  above  unsatisfactory  samples  were  from  one 
pasteurising  plant,  and  represented  one-third  of  the  total  samples 
from  this  source.  For  a  considerable  time,  the  plant  has  been 
operating  under  difficult  conditions.  The  building  and  apparatus 
have  been  in  use  for  many  years  and  need  replacement,  as  break¬ 
downs  are  frequently  occurring.  Plans  for  a  new  dairy  and  plant 
were  approved  by  the  Council  in  February,  and  although  new 
equipment  is  available,  a  licence  for  the  building  has  not  been 
granted  by  the  Ministry  concerned. 

Premises  where  milk  is  produced,  stored  or  treated  were 
visited  on  eighty-nine  occasions.  Seven  improvements  in  methods 
of  handling,  cleanliness,  transport  and  structural  repairs  were 
effected.

The  unsatisfactory  samples  invariably  occurred  during  the 
warmer  weather.  Seventy-two  visits  were  made  to  premises  and 
vehicles,  and  points  of  difficulty  were  discussed  with  manu¬ 
facturers  and  vendors  and  advice  given  with  a  view  to  the 
attainment  of  a  high  standard  in  preparation  and  distribution. 
Thirteen  improvements  in  type  of  apparatus,  methods  of  handling 
and  hygienic  condition  of  premises  were  carried  out. 


Meat  and  other  Foods  : 

The  Council-owned  slaughtering  establishment  has  functioned 
throughout  the  year  under  Ministry  of  Food  control  as  the 
Regional  Abattoir  and  Distributing  Centre  for  the  supply  of  meat 
to  the  town  and  neighbouring  districts.  The  premises  have  been 
well  maintained  and  every  attention  has  been  given  to  ensure  a 
satisfactory  food  supply.  During  the  year,  6,084  animals  were 
slaughtered,  and  267  visits  were  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
routine  examination  of  all  carcases  and  organs  before  release  for 
retail  distribution.  The  total  quantity  of  meat  condemned  as  un¬ 
fit  for  human  consumption  was  20  tons  6  cwts.  3  qrs.  4i  lbs.  en¬ 
tailing  the  issue  of  199  certificates.  One  Licence  to  Slaughter 
was  issued  and  one  Licence  renewed.
